WOMAN’ DROWNED IN 
QUARRY. 


COUNTY COUNCIL TO PAY 
” DAMAGES. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'SHAUGHNESSY.) ' 

The case of Lynch v. the Limerick County 
Council was heard. It. was an action 
by Jeremiah Lynch, labourer, of Glenmore 
Strand, Newcastle West, against the Limerick 
County Council (under Lord Campbell’s Act) 
to recover damages Jaid at £500 for the death 
of his wife, Mary Lynch, who was acci- 
dentally drowned in a quarry close to his 


house where the defendants had been 
working. 
The defendants traversed the cause of 


action, denied negligence, and pleaded con- 
tributory negligence on the part of the plain- 
tiff’s deeeased wife. 

Mr. M. Maguire (instructed by Messrs. 
James O'Connor and Co.) appeared for the 
plaintiff ; and Mf J M. Fitzgerald and Mr 
Corbett (instructed by Mr. Philip J. O’Sul- 
livan) for the defendants. 

It appeared that the quarry was situated 
on about a of ground which formerly 
belonged to the deceased woman s father, and 
that it was situated close to the plaintiff's 
house. The quarfy was taken over by the 
defendants to be worked by direct labour, 
the plaintiff to be paid for surface damage. 
It was subsequently afranged that proper 
alings should be erect@éd round the quarry 
or the protection of the plaintiff's infant 
children. That was not done. 

On the 4th of July, 1924, the water in the 
quarry, owing to the excessive rain, was 
about 12 feet deep. One of the plaintiff's 
children, a little “i was plaving with a 
canister and a hurley stick at the edge of 
the quarry, and in an effort to recover the 
canister, which fell into the water, he fell 
into the quarry and was drowned. The plain- 
tiff's wife in trying to rescue the child was 
also drowned. 

After the plaintiff and his little daughter 
were examined, a settlement was effected. 

The terms of the settlement were a pay- 
ment of £100 to the plaintiff, to be divided 
equally between him and Ais daughter, and 
also £50 in respect of thé plaintift's costs. 
Mr. Maguire said that he thought the Lime- 
rick County Council had met the case very 
fairly; and that he also wished to state that 
the Council had not deprived the plaintiff of 
work in any way because he had brought tha 
action.

BEOUEST OF A FARM. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN.) 

An action was heard in which Michael 
Scully, farmer, of Killouley, Mount Bolus, 
Offaly, sought probate of a will dated 17th 
December, 1923, made by Laurence Molloy, 
late of Killouley, who was also a farmer, and 
who died on 8th May, 1924. The defendant, 
Martin Scully, 3 Belvedere road. Dublin, 
sought to have the will condemned on the 
usual statutory grounds and to have probate 
granted of a will of 20th December, 1920. 

The case for the plaintiff was that the 
latter will revoked the earlier one. It 
appeared that the deceased was ninety years 
of age and pertially deaf, and that he 
possessed a farm of land value about £1,000, 
which was his only asset. The will was 
drawn up by Mr. Joseph Kearney, solicitor, 
Tullamore, who stated that the testator was 
an intelligent old man, though hard of hear- 


ing, and at the time of the making of 
the will he was, in Mr. Kearney s 
opinion, of full testamentary capacity 


and knew perfectiy what he was doing. He 
had no near relatives. 

No evidence was called for the defence, 
and counsel for the defendant confined him- 
self to examining the witnesses. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan admitted the will 
propounded by the plaintiff to probate, and 
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said that he was satisfied from the evidence 
that it was a case that should be heard in 
court and the defendant was entitled to have 
plaintiff's witnesses cross-examined. Under 
the circumstances, he thought the defendant 
should be allowed his costs out of the estate. 
The plaintiff should have his costs as executor.

ORDER AGAINST UNDISTRIBUTED 
FUNDS, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) — 

In the case of Hayes and Son v. the Empire 
Theatre (Dublin), Ltd., Mr. Gerald McCarthy 
(instructed by Messrs. Hayes and Son) 
applied on behalf of the plaintiffs for an 
order appointing Mr. William S. Hayes, soli- 
citor, of the firm of Messrs. Hayes and Son, 
41 and 42 Nassau street, Dublin, receiver by 
way of equitable execution over the amount 
to he paid to the defendants in the adminis- 
tration action of Alexander Findlater and 
Co., Ltd., plaintiffs, and George Thomas 
Jobnstone Minshall and Vincent Potter, de- 
fendants, limited to answer a judgment for 
£50 and £7 7s. 9d. costs. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of Mr. 
Henry H. Hurley, one of the firm of Messrs. 
Hayes and Son, which referred to the judg- 
ment in default of appearance against the 
defendants, dated the 18th February last and 
stated that Mr, Hurley believed that the 
defendants had no property or effects which 
could be taken in execution under the judg- 
ment, as at the date thereof the entire of the 
defendants’ premises were sub-let and a re- 


ceiver, on behalf of the first debentu “e 
| holders. was in receipt of the rents and 
profits, and the defendants had no other 


tangible or available assets whatever. He 
was informed, and believed, that the receiver 
had sold the defendants’ premises for £10,000, 
which would be sufficient to pay off the 
amount .due for principal (£5,000) and inte- 
rest on the first debtntures, but that the 
balance of the purchase money would be pay- 
able to mortgagees. so that there would be 
nothing payable out of the purchase money 
to unsecured creditors. He was also informed, 
and believed, that‘ the sale of the defendants’ 
premises had been closed and the purchase 
money paid to the Munster and inster 
Bank, Ltd., the holders of the first deben- 
tures. There was a sum Of £366 7s. 7d. due 
to the defendants by the personal representa- 
tives of Bernard McNamee, whose estate was 
being administered in an action of Alexander 
Findiater and Co., Ltd., against George 
Thomas Johnstone Minshall and Vincent 
Potter, and the amount due to the defend- 
ants was the sole property, so far as he was 
aware, available to the plaintiffs for the reco- 
very of the judgment and costs. An order 
had been made for the allocation of the funds 
in court to the credit of this administration 
action and the Accountant-General was 
thereby directed. to pay the sum of £146 Lis. 
to the defendants.

THE MULTITUDE OF COMETS. 


(From Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Tug PLANETS :— 

Mercury is a morning star throughout the 
month, at his greatest elongation on the 16th. 
He will not be observable in Northern lati- 
tudes, but will be very conspicuous in the 
equatorial regions and in the Southern 
Hemisphere. During his recent Western 
elongation in the early days of April he was 
very well seen from the British Isles, and 
a number of naked-eye, as well as telescopic, 
views of him were obtained at Armagh. 
Venus is still too near the Sun to be observed, 
being above the horizon only in daylight 
hours. She was in Superior Conjunction on 
April 24th. Mars still lingers in the evenin; 
sky, but sets before midnight. At present, 
and during the first few days of May, he 
forms a remarkable addition to the configura- 
tion of the constellation Auriga and the neigh- 
bouring stars of Taurus, passing nearly mid- 
way between the stars Beta and Zeta of 
the latter constellation. In fact; he passes 
across the tai! of the kite, which is so clearly 
outlined by the four brightest stars of Auriga 
and these two of Taurus, and soon after moves 
into Gemini. Jupiter, low in the South-East, 
rises at 1 a.m. on the Ist and at 10.55 p.m. 
on the 3lst. He is nearly 22° South of the 
Equator and badly placed for Northern ob- 
servers. 

Saturn is in Opposition on the Ist, and 
attains a fair altitude near midnight... His 
rings are widely open and form an easy object 
for a moderate teiescope. An ordinary hand 
telescope, dr even a good pair of prismatic 
sae dh will show that he is not a simple 
globe like the other planets, and will exhibit 
the appearance which so sorely puzzied 
Galileo in 1612 and the few years preceding.

telescope. The arc of the Moon’s limb behind 
which the planet passes will be small at 
Greenwich and considerably smaller in 
Ireland

, §pot activity continues low. Though there 
have been usually some spots present on each 
day that observation has been possible, they 
have been small and in no way remarkable. 
There seems to be a marked lull at present, 
and for some time past, in the revival of 
activity after the recent minimum, This may 
come to an end at any moment with the out- 
break of a great spot or its appearance round 
the Sun’s limb in the course of his rotation 
on his axis. 

On May lst the Sun rises at Greenwich at 
4.35 a.m. and sets at 7.20 p.m. On the 3lst 
the times are 3.52 a.m. and 8.4 p.m., re- 
spectively. 
At Belfast the times are :—May Ist, rises 
4.51, sets 7.56; May 3lst, rises 4.2, sets 8.45, 
G.M.T So, without any Summer Time at 
all, Belfast has a daylight saving of ca | 
one minutes, as compared with Greenwich,

Low in the South-East is 
Scorpio, marked by the ruddy glow of the 
great Antares, the largest single body yet 
measured by science.

PICKETING A SHOP. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
Jobn Lyons was indicted, and pleaded not 
guilty to a charge that, between 9th April 
and 10th April, 1y25, he, with other persons, 
conspired to interfere with, and to obstruct, 
James Simpson, grocer, Whitehall terrace, 

Clontarf. 

Mr. Carrigan said tnat the case arose out 
of a trades dispute between the employers 
and the employés ir the family grocery busi- 
ness. The prosecution was taken under the 
Trades Disputes Act, which gave trades 
unions many privileges, but the Act strictly 
dealt with intimidation. If trades unions, 
in the furtherance of their trades disputes, 
penalised shops with whom they acknow- 
ledge they have no dispute, non-union shops, 
and held that they were entitled to send 
out pickets to shout ‘‘ Strike on here,” then 
they could extend their campaign to every 
place of business in the city, and say that 
1. was being done in furtherance of their 
dispute. 

Mr. James R- Simpson said that- on the 
dates in question picketing went on outside 
his house, and to hearing shouting of “strike 
on here “” while people were passing into his 
shop. Witness never had a trades union 
hand in his employment. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty on both 
charges, and he was ordered to be im 
prisoned until the rising of the Court.
